20. (Previously presented) A method for treating a patient suffering from depression who has a 
sleep disturbance when treated with a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor other than 
escitalopram without inducing a sleep disturbance comprising administering a daily 
pharmaceutical^ effective amount of escitalopram or a pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt 
thereof to the patient, wherein the daily dose is 2.5 to 10 mg of escitalopram or a 
pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt thereof.

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 20, wherein the daily dose is 2.5 to 7.5 mg or loss 
of escitalopram or a pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt thereof. 

23. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, wherein the daily dose is 7.5 mg, 

24. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, wherein the daily dose is 5 mg. 

25. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 20, wherein the pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt 
is an oxalate salt.

27. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 22, wherein the pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt 
is an oxalate salt. 
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28. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 23, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
is an oxalate salt. 

29. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 24, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
is an oxalate salt. 

30. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 25, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
is a crystalline oxalate salt.

32. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
is a crystalline oxalate salt. 

33 (Previously Presented) The method of claim 28, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
is a crystalline oxalate salt. 

34. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 29, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
is a crystalline oxalate salt.
